I liked 
him because he was alw ays 
smiling:

He looked 17 but was 22. He

said,

regulations. 
The 
legislation 
adopted 
a 
year ago is the first such m eas­ 
ure in tho county, other than a 
public health nuisance regula­ 
tion. The latter regulation deals 
with owners only after there is 
the violation of sanitary condi­ 
tions. 
Permit Needed 
The new regulation requires 
a perm it prior to opening a new 
landfill or dump. Those exist­ 
ing on April 20, 1964. were given 
a y ear to obtain a permit. 
Roberts defined a dump as- 
any property on which refuse is 
deposited. He said a great num­ 
ber exist in Bucks County, and 
as one of the prim ary methods 
of refuse disposal until the new 
m easure was adopted a year 
ago. 
Covered By Soil 
Roberts said the dumps cause 
heavy rodent infestation, stream 
pollution, 
fly 
and 
mosquito 
breeding and other public health 
problems. A sanitary landfill, 
Roberts said is a method by 
which refuse is covered by soil 
at the disposal site to 
avoid 
fire, smoke, odor, the breeding 
of rodents and other p u b l i c 
health hazards. 
Roberts 
said 
that 
progress 
being made but added; “ It will 
take time before we have the 
program operating as efficient­ 
ly as we want it."
